BATTERIES WRECKED BEYOND REPAIR. 



The Presence of Vultures Furnish 
Gruesome Evidence of the Fatality 
Among the Spanish Soldiers.

There 
were two spots, one on the east and 
the other on the west of the barb 
entrance which were denuded of the 
foliage.

These marked the plact 
where the 200 pound charges of gun 
cotton blown by the Ves 
But the most ominous token of death 
flew from Morro castle. The saffron 
flag of Spain was half masted for sev- 
eral hours. The significance of this 
is not known. It is not customary to 
half mast flags, but possibly some 
Spanish leader was killed by the heavy 
fire of our guns, though some officers 
of the squadron believe that the flag 
was half masted as a notification 
the Americans that Lieut. Hobson and 
his brave men were dead. 

If such is the case they must 
been wantonly murdered. The 
ish might seek to lay their death 
bombardment, but not a shot fro 
American ships struck the fortress. 
Neither Adtn. Sampson nor Comi 
dore Schley believe that Lieut. Hub- 
son and his party have been killed. 
We have 17 prisoners taken at liuan- 
tenamo, including a lieutenant, for 
reprisals or exchange. 

There was evident de:noralizatiot 
among the Spanish troops during th« 
bombardment. Officers could be mi 
with drawn swords driving the men tc 
the guns, but even then they could nol 
be forced to stay so long as' our guns 
were directed at them. The fifteen 
minutes' night work of the Vesuvius 
had shattered their nerves. It is be 
lieved by some that the la-inch pro- 
jectile fired from the Texas which was 
reported to have exploded the powdei 
magazine in one of tho western bat- 
teries did not fall in the battery bul 
went beyond and blew up one of the 
ships in the harbor. 

A dramatic incident of tho bombard- 
ment was the act of a Spanish officer 
who bravely ran along the parapet 
nnder a heavy fire encouraging his 
men to stand by their guns. Shot and 
shell rained about him and after oue 
terrific explosion he was seen no more 
and the parapet had disappeared, lie 
could not have escaped death. 

From the foretop of the Brooklyn, 
2,060 yards distant, the men in the 
grounds could be noticed, but a min- 
ute later dust and flying debris would 
take their places and when the smoke 
cleared away only a spot of red earth 
could be seen— guns and gunners had 
been swept away. It was the most 
deadly and destructive bombardment 
of the war thus far. Scarcely a shot 
from the big guns of the squadron 
went astray. The aim of our gunners 
was superb and not only were the 
coast forts annihilated, but the bat- 
teries on Cayo Smith, up the harbor, 
were destroyed. 

Bad all the ships used smokeless 
powder as did the New Orleans there 
would remain no signs of guns or for- 
tifications to indicate that there had 
ever been any defenses there. 

There were no casualties in the fleet, 
although the ships held a fixed posi- 
tion as if inviting the Spaniards to fire 
at them. The half-stripped ships' gun- 
ners never worked with more enthusi- 
asm. The words of Br. Adm. Sampson 
were: "First silenoe the batteries on 
the shore and then continue tiring un- 
til the fortifications are reduced." 

This order was strictly obeyed. It 
was the first time that such instruc- 
tions had been given and the meu re- 
sponded with a will. In 38 minutes 
the order was given to cease firing and 
the message went to each ship from 
the admiral, "Well done," ami the of- 
ficers and men turned in for break- 
fast Every detail of the engage incut 
had been executed to the letter, from 
the opening Are by the New York to 
the last shot from the Iowa. Tho 
Spaniards were evidently surprised 
while strengthening their fortifica- 
tions. 

The first shot of the New York land- 
ed full and fair on the top of the hills 



to the east wfotre the gunners were al- 
ready at work creeling new pieces. 
The earth seemed to rise in a cloud, 
and whm the 12-inch shells from the 
Iowa and the 13-inch beauties of the 
Oregon ladned squarely and fairly, a 
great cheer went up from the ships. 

The western squadron got into line 
and began firing before the eastern 
one did and the effect of the shots 
could be plainly seen. The Spanish 
gunners at the batteries could be 
noted and a quick fire was returned, 
but only for a brief time did they 
withstand the t.-rrible assault of tlu 
fleet.

Nnclens of One Proudly Floats in 
Manila Bay, Presented By 
a Rich Native.

London. June 20.— The Hong Kong 
correspondent of the Daily Mail tele- 
graphing says: 

"A conspicuous object in Manila bay 
is the nucleus of an insurgent fleet It 
consists of a vessel of a hundred tons 
burden, presented to Gen. Agulnaldo 
by a rich native. The vessel flics the 
flag of the Philippine republic— t 
triangles of red, white and blue 
white ground, or a ground formed of 
the old rebel flag of the sun rising 
above the bills. 

"The native proclamation of inde- 
pendence was signed on Monday. 
Manila is completely surrounded by 
the insurgents, of whom there are 
three forces deployed about the city, 
one posted to the south between Ma- 
late and the river Pasig; another 
cup-in* a position to the east and cut- 
ting off communication with the lake 
or Laguuade Bay, and the third oper- 
ating on the nurth side, stopping all 
railway communication between Ma- 
nila and the rich supply towns to 
which the line runs. 

"The success of the rebel forces Is 
wonderful. Gen. Ajjuinaldo has more 
than surpassed the expectations of 
those who favored his return to the 
Philippines. lie has captured 3,000 
Spanish troops, including 000 regu- 
lars. Among the latter are 11 
officers of and above the rank 
of lieutenant colonel, including 
two bripadier generals, and he has 
taken 79 officers below the rank of 
lieutenant colonel. In addition his 
forces have captured five nromi: 
priests, beads of important parishes in 
provinces recently overrun by the 
surgents. These men the insurge: 
hate even more than they hate the 
Spaniards and the rebels chuckle with 
joy when they point them out in their 
prisons. 

"They have captured, too. Old Cavite 
church, taking 2T0 prisoners, and they 
now hold the entire shore of the bay 
right round to Malate. A foreign fire 
brigade, composed of British, Swiss 
and Germans, who intend to remain 
ashore, are quartered at the premises 
of Ker & Co., to puard foreign prop-

New Yohk, June 20.— Capt Rafael 
Conte, of the Cuban army, has arrived 
at the headquarters of the Cuban 
Junta in this city with dispatches 
from Gen. Gomez, lie was accompan- 
ied by a lieutenant of the "army of 
liberation." 

Capt Conte and his companion left 
Gomes in Las Villas. The general 
then had with him a body guard of 
only 60 men— a cavalry escort There 
was little food in the region where 

so he did not mass any larjre number 
of men there, but had them spread 
over a large extent of territory and 
directed their movements from his 
hea quarters. 

He has all the necessary arrange- 
ments made for the concentration of 
troops when the proper time comes, 
but keeps them scattered and em- 
ployed in a guerrilla warfare in the 
meantime so that they may find food. 

The captain claims that Gomez can 
concentrate 30,000 armed men in a 
short time at any point where it is de- 
sirable. There are several thousand 
more men who are attached to Gomez' 
army, and are only waiting for arms 
to be available for defensive or offen- 
sive operations. 

In a skirmish with guerrillas about 
three weeks ago, Gomez was wounded 
in the left arm by a Mauser bullet 
The would healed quickly, however, 
in spite of the general s advanced age, 
and when the captain left headquar- 
ters the old chief was able to use his 
arm as well as before he was hit.
